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Those  who  are  conversant  with  the  views  and 
intentions  of  the  Founders  of  American  Indepen- 
dence are  aware  how  greatly  they  miscalculated  the 
influence  of  futurity,  upon  the  Institutions  they  be- 
queathed to  their  fellow  citizens. 

That  Commonwealth,  in  the  foundation  of  whose 
Constitution,  which  originally  resembled,  in  so  many 
essential  particulars,  that  of  our  own  land,  Wash- 
ing-ton and  his  brother  patriots  laboured,  was  in- 
tended by  means  of  the  few  ruling  the  many,  to 
reserve  unimpaired  to  one  and  all  dwelling  within 
its  borders,  the  same  free  individual  rights  and 
privileges,  which  they  and  their  forefathers  had 
enjoyed,  from  these  having  been  transferred  to  the 
colonies,  from  the  affection  felt  for  them,  by  the  first 
settlers  and  their  successors. 

Could  Washington  have  foreseen  the  day  when 
the  land  of  his  birth  was  to  be  ruled  by  the  many 
instead  of  the  few,  would  he  ever  have  exposed  himself 
to  the  trials  and  toils  he  underwent,  to  found  a  state 
of  things  only  destined  to  prosper — 

"  "When  the  monarch  and  the  anarch  alike  shall  pass  away ; 
And  morn  shall  break  and  man  awake,  in  the  light  of  a 
fairer  day," — 

in  some  hitherto  undiscovered  world. 
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Wishing*  well  to  our  kindred  on  the  other  side  of 
the  Atlantic,  it  is  the  object  of  the  present  pamphlet 
to  show,  how  and  by  wha<;  means,  notwithstanding 
the  evils  of  the  present  times,  the  inhabitants  of  the 
Northern  and  Southern  States,  may,  if  so  inclined, 
hereafter  live,  "  in  sure  dwellings,  and  in  quiet  rest- 
ing- places." 

The  North,  althoug-h  unable  to  subjugate,  or  even 
coax  back  into  the  Union  their  Southern  countrymen, 
will,  nevertheless,  be  prevented  from  acknowledging 
these  facts,  partly  from  resentment  arising-  from 
wounded  pride,  partly  from  unscrupulous  politicians 
skilfully  using-  the  passions  of  the  masses  to  domi- 
nate the  common  sense  of  the  country,  but  principally 
from  its  vital  interests  in  regard  to  the  future  being- 
compromised,  until  the  question  of  the  Boundary 
Line  which  shall  hereafter  serve  to  divide  Northern 
from  Southern  territory  has  been  satisfactorily 
solved. 

In  comparison  to  this,  all  other  points  in  dispute 
sink  into  insignificance,  because  the  agricultural, 
commercial,  and  manufacturing  interests  of  the  North 
are  as  deeply  concerned,  as  are  at  present  the  com- 
mercial and  manufacturing  interests  of  Great  Bri- 
tain and  France,  in  the  future  prosperity  of  the 
Southern  States, 

So  long  as  the  South  was  part  of  the  Union,  it 
was  the  interest  of  the  Southern  landowners  to  get 
slavery  introduced  into  the  Territories,  and  to  increase 
the  Negro  population  by  every  means  which  were 
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available,  except  using"  such  as  brought  the  actors 
and  connivers  within  reach  of  the  law. 

Once  acknowledged  as  an  independent  nation,  the 
Southern  Confederation  will  have  diametrically  op- 
posite interests,  because  the  Negro  being"  only  abso- 
lutely required  for  the  production  of  cotton,  rice, 
tobacco,  and  sugar,  and  the  Southern  States  pos- 
sessing ground  sufficient  to  produce  all  the  cotton 
and  tobacco  the  world  can  require  for  a  century  to 
come,  the  Southern  planters  with  their  millions  of 
slaves  and  millions  of  acres,  will  in  their  own  interests 
become  as  great  opponents  of  the  slave  trade,  and 
as  zealous  adversaries  of  the  system  being  extended 
into  the  Territories,  as  the  most  conscientious  New 
England  or  Exeter  Hall  abolitionist  could  desire. 

Assuming,  therefore,  that  neither  the  democratic 
war  party  or  moderate  republican  party  in  the 
Northern  States  wish  to  see  the  Southern  seceded 
States  transformed  into  a  St.  Domingo  or  Jamaica, 
and  presuming  that  the  lot  of  the  slave  both  morally 
and  physically  will  be  more  advantageous  hereafter, 
if  North  and  South  separate,  as  it  will  be  the  future 
interest  of  the  Southern  slaveowner  gradually  to 
prepare  their  negroes  for  the  blessings  of  freedom,  it 
only  remains  to  show  how  a  boundary  line  can  be 
drawn,  which  ought  to  satisfy  the  present  pretensions 
of  all  parties,  and  serve  the  purposes  of  a  bridge, 
across  which  politicians,  warriors,  and  contractors 
can  retreat. 

Considering  that  the  Confederate  States  are  not 
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likely  to  make  good  their  claims  to  the  States  and 
Territories  west  of  the  Mississippi,  nor  the  Northern 
States  to  retain  possession  of  Eastern  Virginia  and 
the  slave- soil  portions  of  Kentucky,  the  Boundary 
Line  which  North  and  South,  however  protracted  the 
present  contest  may  be,  will  in  the  end  be  forced  to 
accept,  is  that  whose  Southern  and  Eastern  Frontiers 
are  defined  by  the  waters  of  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  and 
the  Atlantic  Ocean,  and  Chesapeake  Bay,  and 
whose  Northern  and  Western  will  follow  the  line 
of  the  Potomac,  from  its  mouth  up  to  the  Alleghany 
Mountains,  using*  their  spurs  to  divide  Eastern 
from  Western  Virg-inia,  and  Southern  from  North- 
ern Kentucky,  in  short,  free  soil  from  slave  soil,  and 
upon  its  reaching*  the  Mississippi  following*  the  left 
bank  of  that  river,  to  its  junction  with  the  Gulf  of 
Mexico. 

If  it  was  clearly  indicated  to  the  Northern  and 
Southern  sections  of  the  late  United  States,  that 
England,  France,  and  Russia,  considered  that  this 
Boundary  Line  would  preserve  the  rights  of  North 
and  South,  doubtless  those  interested  in  securing* 
peace  would  soon  make  their  voices  heard  in  favour 
of  its  adoption ;  nay,  if  public  opinion  in  Great 
Britain  and  France  gave  indisputable  evidence,  that  it 
considered  this  Boundary  Line  one  of  demarcation, 
across  which  as  a  Sovereign  power  neither  the 
Northern  nor  Southern  Sections  were  justified  in 
attempting  to  introduce  their  sway,  the  war  party 
in  both  divisions  would  soon  find  it  their  interest 
to  fall  in  among'st  those  who  desired  peace. 
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The  speedy  settlement  of  the  fearful  strife  raging 
on  the  other  side  of  the  Atlantic,  would  not  only 
release  for  spring  shipments  the  cotton  existing  in 
the  South,  but  would  enable  the  planting  of  cotton 
to  be  undertaken  at  the  usual  period,  and  restore 
prosperity  to  the  manufacturing  districts  everywhere. 
That  England  will  be  attacked  in  Canada,  whether 
she  merely  looks  on,  or  aids  France  in  separating  the 
belligerents,  is  as  certain  as  that  on  the  day  when 
she  is  no  longer  able  to  enforce  the  right  of  blockad- 
ing her  own  and  her  enemy's  coasts,  she  will  be 
obliged  to  succumb  to  the  same  dictation  to  which 
sooner  or  later,  both  North  and  South  on  the  Con- 
tinent of  North  America  will  be  forced  to  yield, 
the  cause  of  humanity  making  it  imperative  on  the 
civilized  nations  of  Europe  to  prevent  the  savage 
scenes  of  the  Middle  Ages  and  the  atrocities  prac- 
tised in  Hayti  being  repeated  by  the  inhabitants  of 
the  great  North  American  Eepublic. 

All  Americans,  in  their  calmer  moments,  in  the 
innermost  recesses  of  their  hearts,  regard  England 
as  their  common  progenitor,  and  look  to  her  in  this 
their  hour  of  sorrow  for  aid,  consolation,  and  escape 
from  miseries,  which  are  fast  getting  beyond  en- 
durance.
